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SUBJECT: KHALIDI VIEWS ON PLO'S CURRENT THINKING 

1. EMBOEF TOMPKINS MET WITH DIRECTOR INSTITUTE OE PALESTINE 
STUDIES WALID KHALIDI AUGUST 9. KHALIDI EXPRESSED FOLLOWING 
VIEWS ON CURRENT STATE OF THINKING WITHIN PALESTINIAN 
LEADERSHIP. 

2. PRESIDENT CARTER'S STATEMENT OF AUGUST 8 REGARDING HOW 
PLO MIGHT QUALITY ITSELF FOR DIRECT CONTACTS WITH USG WAS 
SIGNIFICANT TURNING POINT: IN KHALIDTS WORDS, "THIS IS WHAT 
THEY HAVE WAITED FOR." KHALIDI EXPRESSED ASTONISHMENT AND 
RESPECT FOR BOLDNESS AND SPEED WITH WHICH HE FELT US POLICY 
WAS MOVING TOWARD CORE ISSUES OF A SETTLEMENT. 

3. THE PROBLEM IS: FOR PLO TO ACCEPT 242 AND 338 IMPLIES AN 
ASYMMETRICAL STATUS ON RECOGNITION QUESTION; PLO WILL HAVE 
RECOGNIZED ISRAEL WITHOUT ISRAELI RECOGNITION IN RETURN 
AND WITHOUT ANY ASSURANCE FROM USG THAT EVENTS WOULD 
PROCEED FROM THAT POINT TOWARDS A SETTLEMENT. 

PRINCIPAL ASSURANCE NECESSARY IS DEFINITION OF 
"HOMELAND." PLO FEELS HOMELAND DESCRIPTION IS 
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INTERLOCKED WITH 242/338 ACCEPTANCE. PLO WILLING TO 
INCH FORWARD TOWARD 242/338 ACCEPTANCE PRIVATELY AS IT 
HEARS PRIVATE ELABORATION FROM USG OF WHAT "HOMELAND" 

MEANS. PLO STYMIED AS TO HOW TO RECEIVE THESE 
ASSURANCES. PLO PEELS IT CANNOT MAKE LEAP OF FAITH TO 
FULL PUBLIC ACCEPTANCE 242/338 UNLESS, IN KHALIDTS 
WORDS, "THE 'HOMELAND' BOX ON THE DIAGRAM IS PILLED IN 
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BY SOME DESCRIPTION." 

4. PURSUING "HOMELAND" THEME, KHALIDI SAID THAT 
ISSUE OE SOVEREIGNTY WAS ONE OE THE MOST COMPLEX PLO 
HAD TO PACE. KHALIDI SAID HE HAD PERSONALLY RAISED 
SOVEREIGNTY QUESTION WITH PLO LEADERSHIP AND THAT 
OUTCOME OP DISCUSSION INDICATED TO HIM CLEAR AWARENESS 
BY THEM THAT IN SUCH MATTERS AS ABILITY TO MAKE DEPENSE 
TREATIES WITH OUTSIDE POWERS, TO FORM AN ARMY, EVEN TO 
MANAGE INTERNAL AND BORDER SECURITY, THE SOVEREIGNTY 
OP ANY PUTURE PALESTINIAN STATE WOULD NECESSARILY DIPPER 
FROM SOVEREIGNTY OF NORMAL STATES. IT WOULD BE "A 
QUALIFIED SOVEREIGNTY." KHALIDI SAID THAT IN RETURN 

POR USG ASSURANCES DESCRIBING THE TERM "HOMELAND," 

PLO COULD RECIPROCATE BY PRIVATELY SETTING PORTH ITS 
ACCEPTANCE OP "A QUALIPIED SOVEREIGNTY." 

5. REGARDING PEASIBILITY OP NON-PLO 

PALESTINIAN REPRESENTATION AT ANY MEETING WITH ISRAELIS, 
KHALIDI SAID THAT SUCH CANDIDATES EXISTED AND THAT 
PROBLEM OP THEIR BEING TRUSTED BY PLO AS DELEGATES WAS 
NOT THE MAIN ONE. DRAWING EDGE OP HAND ACROSS HIS 
THROAT, KHALIDI SAID PROBLEM WAS SIMPLY ONE OF MURDER: 
WHOEVER BECAME POINT-MAN FOR THE PALESTINIANS WOULD BE 
MARKED AS THE SYMBOL OP SURRENDER AND COULD EXPECT TO 
BE "RITUALLY EXECUTED." DEATH OP THAT PERSON WOULD 
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NOT ALTER OR REVOKE THE AGREEMENT HE HAD NEGOTIATED; 

ON THE CONTRARY, THE DEATH WOULD ENABLE ACCEPTANCE. IN 
SUCH AN ETHOS, REPRESENTATIVES WOULD NOT BE EASY TO 
PIND. PAR BETTER TO HAVE ARAPAT HIMSELP, WHO EMBODIES 
THE STRUGGLE AND IS WELL PROTECTED PHYSICALLY, UNDERTAKE 
THE TASK. 

6. KHALIDI STRESSED HIS OWN EPFORTS IN CONTACTS WITH 
PALESTINIAN LEADERSHIP TO IMPRESS UPON THEM PERISHABLE 
NATURE OF OPPORTUNITY FACING THEM, AND THEREFORE THE 
NEED POR BOLD MOVEMENTS IN RESPONSE TO USG SIGNALS. 
LEADERSHIP'S DEEP-SEEDED PEAR OF DOUBLE-CROSS, DOUBTS 
OP USG GOOD FAITH, MADE PROGRESS PAINPULLY SLOW; BUT 
THEIR ATTITUDES WERE ALREADY PERCEPTIBLY CHANGED PROM 
ATTITUDES PREVALENT THREE MONTHS AGO.
